for three reasons: 

1) The system will be form- 
ulated by students who are 
now holding these posi- 
tions and who are, there- 
fore, aware of the number 
of hours it takes to fulfill 
their responsibility; thus, 
a student who is eager to 
serve his school will have 
some guideline to follow 
in planning his activities 
and his time before he ob- 
ligates himself. 

2) It should be an aid to 
more efficient operation 
of the various organiza- 
tions involved, as it re- 
quires the leaders to be 
more selective in their 
activities. As a result, the 
leaders would have more 
time to spend working in 
the positions they do hold. 

3) By limiting the number of 
executive obligations any 
one person may have, a 
greater variety of people 
will have the opportunity 
to serve. 

Because such a system may af- 
fect many of you, we would like 
to hear your opinions before 
we make any more specific plans 
along this line.'* 

Edmond Burton said "If there 
have been past experiences of 
people failing out or clubs ceas- 
ing to function because of this, 
it would be good; but if not, then 
it seems more fair to leave it 
up to the students in the organi- 
zations as to who is capable of 
holding their offices." 

SYSTEM PROTECTS STUDENTS 
Mike Fair answered this by 
saying, "There is no question 
as to whether a student is capable 
of holding several offices or whe- 
ther club members can select 
capable leaders, but we need 



some system to protect those who 
are "gung ho" for serving and 
forget about grades." 

In voicing his opinion David 
Hanchey said "I think we need 
to remember that we're not sim- 
ply trying to limit students, but 
to give students more of an op- 
portunity to serve by allowing the 
leadership positions to be more 
evenly distributed." 

Junior foreign language ma- 
jor Rivers Dowty said "It is 
idealistic to think that people 
always carefully examine can- 
didates and their present ob- 
ligations before voting in a par- 
ticular election. This system 
would also aid the voters." 

Lou Furlow, former class of- 
ficer candidate, said "People 
won't necessarily elect the best 
qualified people with the most 
time. A lot of times people would 
rather elect someone unopposed 
than to run against them." 
AUTHORITY MUST BE 
SPREAD OUT 

Tommy Sallee president of 
the Young Republicans said 
"We're supposedto learn leader- 
ship qualities in college; the 
authority must be spread out in 
order for many students to be 
able to do this." 

An unidentified student asked, 
"How strict will it be?" 

Jacquie Hunt answered, "We 
are trying to construct a general 
system which will give the most 
capable leaders freedom to work 
up to their full capacity, because 
on our campus the number of stu- 
dents who have the time and are 
interested in participating in ex- 
tra-curricular activities is lim- 
ited by the fact that so many 
students hold part-time jobs." 

Jacquie then asked the stu- 
dents, "What would be the best

At Ocean Springs Lab

SHAKESPEARE; 

A Universal Interest 



"Shakespeare— not of an age, 
but for all time"— Ben Jons on. 
This slogan is the theme of the 
new librarydisplay about William 
Shakespeare. 

Mrs. Marilyn Coil of the Eng- 
lish Department set up the dis- 
play and owns most of it, in- 
cluding three models-one of 
Shakespeare's birthplace, one of 
his wife Anne Hathaway 's house, 
and one of the Globe Theater. 

Mrs. Coil said the purpose of 
the display is to show that Shakes - 
peare is not just a great writer 
of long ago, but that his writings 
are still pertinent in modern 
times. "The ideas Shakespeare 
has about humanity are not just 
Elizabethan, but are universal," 
Mrs. Coil said. 

Mrs. Coil used "Romeo and 
Juliet" to exemplify Shakes- 
peare's application to modern 
times. She said Shakespeare's 
writing about child-parent rela- 
tionships in "Romeo and Juliet" 
can be identified with the same 
problems in life today. 

Besides the models, the 
Shakespeare display is separated 
into parts. One part depicts Eliz- 
abethan England in Shakespeare's 
time. 

A large part of the display is 
centered around the celebration 
of Shakespeare's 400th birthday 
in England in 1964. Mrs. Coil 
went to the celebration, which 
was held both in Stratford-on- 
Avon, Shakespeare's birthplace, 
and London. 

The display has as one of its 
maid attractions a large book, 
one of a set of three given to 
the LSUS library, and contains 
many of Shakespeare's works. 
The set of three is part of a 
very rare collection. 

The display relates Shakes- 



peare's writings to modern life 
by showing programs from mo- 
dern Shakespeare pity produc- 
tions, pictures fromnvries made 
from Shakespeare's plays such 
as "The Taming of the Shrew", 
and recordings made of Shake- 
spearean plays. Also in relation 
to modern times, there have been 
operas and ballets written from 
Shakespearean plays such as 
"Otello" and "Macbeth". 

Library Recieves 

Shakespeare's Plays 

The library has received as 
a gift from a Shreveport family 
a three-volume illustrated edi- 
tion of the plays of William 
Shakespeare. 

The plays, published in Lon- 
don in 1869, by Cassell Petter 
and Galpin are edited by the 19th 
century Shakespeare scholars, 
Charles and Mary Cowden 
Clarke. The meticulous illustra- 
tions reflect the great care of 
H. C. Selous in portraying per- 
sonality in Shakespeare's lead- 
ing characters. Notes are car- 
ried at the bottom of each page 
of the text. 

The set consists of comedies 
in the first volume, historical 
plays in the second, and the 
tragedies in the third. Volume 
one also has the story of Shakes-

Susan Day and Tara O'Brien, 
sophomores , representing the 
Journalism Department, attended 
the April 26 events of the 1969 
Louisiana Press Women Conven- 
tion, held in the Captain Shreve 
Hotel, April 25 - 27. 

Penney Mobley, sophomore, 
and Mrs. Ann Terzia, home eco- 
nomics instructor, attended the 
panel discussion Saturday morn- 
ing. Students from Louisiana 
Polytechnic Institute were also 
at the panel. 

Panelists were Jean Mooney, 
Newspaper Enterprise Assoc.; 
Kim Dawson, fashion director of 
the Apparel Mart, Dallas; and 
Garth Jones, Associated Press 
bureau chief, Austin, Tex. Mar- 
garet Dixon, managing editor of 
the Baton Rouge ADVOCATE, 
moderated. 

COME A LONG WAY 
Miss Mooney discussed wo- 
men's news and the changes it 
has undergone since World War 
I. She explained that with the 
was "there was a population ex- 
plosion, more people moved to 
suburbia, women became more 
educated, more careers were 
offered." 

As women worked, their i- 
terests grew and their desires 
for deeper news - not only on 
fashions, cooking or decorating - 
but on world events, the "pill," 
abortion, alcoholism, were in- 
tensified, she said. 

"Women are no longer afraid 
to read of cancer, other diseases, 
the danger signals," she con- 
tinued. "They want to know the 
'how' and 'why' of news; they 
want more depth." 

Finally, she said, make the 
news more attractive to the wo- 
man reader, yet use the "straight 
talk of the '60's". 

Garth Jones discussed the wo- 
man's coverage of hard news. 
"Women are treated equally in 
relation to men, except on cer- 
tain assignments. Only when an 
assignment may be too danger- 
ous will a man be chosen over 
a woman/* 

SNIPER STORY 
In the 1966 sniper story in 
Austion, where several innocent 
people were hurt from the mad 



target practice of a man located 
in a downtown building, Jones 
told how one woman proved use- 
ful. 

In a nearby building, one of 
the reporter's wives reported the 
whole incident. Jones said she 
called her husband about the 
shooting before his department 
was yet aware of it. Throughout 
the crisis she was able to give 
step-by-step coverage of activity 
to the press when it was too 
dangerous to send reporters to 
the scene. 

Digressing a bit, Jones said 
that while Lyndon Johnson was 
President he was followed close- 
ly by an A P man, should some- 
thing unexpected happen. 

LBJ LIKES BOATING 
"LBJ on occasion would like 
to take a speed boat out on the 
lake for a while. There would be 
stumps and logs all over the 
lake, but he'd keep right on go- 
ing." 

"Well, about a mile behind 
him was our AP man with a 
camera following in a boat. Just 
in case something should happen 
he'd be there for instant on- 
th-spot coverage." Jones added 
that he was glad nothing ever 
did happen. 

Jones also related how an 
"ESP" expert, "who looked like 
anybody's grandmother," was 
brought in on a case and actu- 
ally revealed some accurate in- 
formation. 

The last speaker for the panel 
was Mrs. Dawson. Appropriately 
enoght, she wore bright blue 
belled coveralls, with a matching 
Edwardian jacket and a white 
blouse ruffled at the neck and 
sleeves. Her topic was "soft 
news." 

She discussed the necessity 
for women, no matter how the 
trend runs, to always wear 
clothes that looked good on their 
figures. "Fat legs should not 
wear mini skirts," she warned. 

HEMLINE NOT THAT 
IMPORTANT 
"The hemline should not be 
that important," she said. "It 



depends on the figure, the dress, 
the place, etc."
